At Least Thirty People Are Drowned 


While Fiany Thousands Are Ren= 


dered Homeless Today. 


Break in Illinois Central Dyke Early

AH Their Personal

Shot Dead on the Levee—Appeal to 


St. Louis For Help. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., June 10— (Bulletin)—East St. Louis is buried In the 


flood this morning and 10,000 people are homeless. The 
Illinois Central 


Dyke burst shortly after midnight and and 
the 
devastation is complete. 


Many citzens. are not only homeless but have lost all their earthly posses- 


sions. East St. lS>uis is in dire need and asks St. Louis for help. 


The entire city of East St. Louis' is doomed. Before night every portion 


of it v»ill be under water. Thirty thou sand people will be rendered all but 


helpless. 
Nearly all of them will be homeless. 


Militia arrived today to help preserve order.- 


St. Louis, June 10—"Poday the water 


in East St. Louis stands from three to 
thirty feet deep over all the eastern 
half of the city. 
Houses are weak- 


ening and falling. 
The destruction 


seema -complete. 
The flood came 


down: upon the city from the eoutn- 
east this being a great sea of break- 
water which has been piled up against 
the city. 
At 8 o'clock this morning, 


the -flood had swept clear through the 
to the river and the city lies under an 
unbroken, stretch, of rising, swirling 
torrents. 
At 9 o'clock the flood was 


cutting ius way under East Broadway 
and-threatening the northern half o 
the city. 


It is conservatively estimated tha 


thirty persons were drowned durinj 
the night. 
Other estimates are a 


high as 100. 


One thousand men who were work 


ing on the dyke at the time of 'hi 
break narrowly escaped. 
Many wen 


caught in the flood shoulder deep 
Many swam to safety. 
It is feared 


that several were lost. 
The dyke had 


been considered safe- and all labor had 
been, concentrated on the western and 
rorthern dykes. 
Shortly after mid 


night the water cut a small passage 
through the embaankment. 
Within 


two mimitea this break had spread to 
a distance of forty feet, with a torrent 
crashing through. The workers saw 
that there was no hope and the sane 
trains backed down, into the city their 
whistles blowing shrij blasts of warn- 
ing. 
The guards who had patrolled 


the dyke fired their riot guns in all di- 
rections and ran down through the 
streets shouting their warning to the 
sleeping citizens. 
The workers fled 


for their lives. 
The men and children, 


who had been at work on the dykes for 
six hours filling the sacks with which 
the embankment wais being strengten- 
ed ran in panic. 


Chief of Police Purdy of East St. 


Louis at 5 o'clock this morning sent 
an, urgent appeal to the St. Louis au- 
thorities. 
Chief Purdy said 
10,000 


lives were in, peril. 
Boats, skiffs or 


anything that will float are urgently 
a^ked. 
Steps were immediately taxen 


to render all the aid in the power of 
St. Loulsians. 


Two negroes were shot and killed on 


the levee before the break la?t night. 
Ned Roberts, who had worked on the 
dyke s3veral days, -demanded his pay 
and threatened to break the dyke un- 
less paid at once. 
Instantly seven, fir- 


ed on him and the negro fell dead. 


Elijah Anderson, anoth-er negro on 


the Illinois Central levee refuted to 
work and was killed by the guard. 


Theodore Day, colored, while trying 


ro rescue some people was drowned, as 
vas the horse he was riding. 


The bodies of John Koolish and his 


three children were recovered

They were drowned iwtt 


night while trying to escape in a skiff 
from their deluged home. 
Mrs. Kool- 


ish escaped. 


The terror of the city was increased 


this morning when the flood from the 


stretch of trestle work in the Balti- 
more and Ohio embankment at Hun- 
ter's Switch. 


The great sea of backwater which 


has been piled up to the north of the 
city for several days, now has an inlet 
to the stricken city and will add im- 
measurably to the devastation. 
Th 


entire city is doomed. Before nigh 
every portion of it will be under water 
Thirty thousand people will be ren 
dered all but helpless. 
Nearly all o 


them will be homeless. 
At io o'clock 


today the water was cutting through 
the East Broadway street embankmen 
with terrible force. 
A residence sec 


tion east of Eighth and immediatelj 
north of Broadway was flooded at t 
hour to a depth of four feet. 
One 


hundred families were fleeing for their 
lives. 


Two hundred and fifty members of 


the state militia arrived this morning 


The stage of the water at seven 


o'clock this morning was 38 feoi above 
low water mark. ' This is a rise of 
over seven tenths in the last 24 hours, 
in the face of predictions to the con- 
traiy. 


East Broadway was declared unsafe 


at 10 o'clock and guards were placed 
at Sixth street to keep the crowds oi 
homeless people out. 
They are gath 


ered on the embankments of other 
streets and which the water is rapidly 
rising.

P.ispatcn's growth, prosperity and pow- 
er, continues with the new corporation 
and directs its affairs as general mana- 
ger." , 


The incorporates of the company 


are, besides Mr. Gill, Harry E. Alexan- 
der of Zanesville, editor of the Signal, 
of that city; Charles O. Simeral and 
John H Peterson, Mr. Gill's secretaries 
ind Charles H. Jones of Zanesville. In 
the organization Mr. Simeral 
drops 


out, giving way to Mr. Brickell as a 
director.

Laid by Anti-Semite Leaders and 
Editor Krouubvan—Davltt's Solu- 
tion of J«avi»h Problem. 


Michael Davitt, who was sent to Rus- 


blU lu Ubuuilum llic latls uuuut tii>- 
massacre of the Jews in Kishiueff, has 
traversed almost the whole territory 
within the Jewish pale of settlement 
from Odessa to Warsaw. The following 
extracts from his account of the atro- 
cities are taken from the New York 
American: 


I found that the origin of the riots 


at Kishineff was not as was reported 
by the Russian accounts, which 
od that a Christian woman was struck 
by the Jew proprietor of a merry-go- 
round, which provoked the crowds 
of peasants to the ensuing riots. There 
is no truth in this story. I found the 
owner of the merry-go-round. He is 
a German named R^inhold Mergert 
and is a Christian. He assured me 
that no woman was insulted or hurt 
on that occasion. The real cause of 
the disturbance is this: 


The only daily paper in Kishineff is 


the Bessarabyetz. It is violently anti- 
Semitic, and the chief editor, Kroush- 
viin by name, is of Moldavian origin, 
and he has systematically inflamed the 
popular feeling against the Jews, as 
the foes of Russia, as the propagan- 
dists of socialism and as the enemies 
of the Christian religion. Kroushvan's 
attacks have been continuous for the 
last six years. 
Merchants and em- 


ployers giving work to Jews were held 
up to public odium, and the expulsion 
or extermination of the race was open- 
ly urged. 


Two events occurring shortly before 


Easter were seized upon by Kroush- 
van .to incite the mob to murderous 
violence. One was the murder of a boy 
by his relatives for gain.. The ot'.'cr 
was the suicide of a girl at the Jewish 
hospital of Kishineff. 
The Bessara- 


byetz declared them to be both ritual 
murders by the Jews and summoned 
the Russian Christians to punish the 
authors of the alleged crimes. 


The chief rabbi of Kishineff, fearing 


the results of these appeals, hastened 
to the Greek bishop and implored him 
to calm the popular mind by giving an 
episcopal assurance that no such ritual

The bishop's reply was 
that he feared there was some Semitic 
sect which really did indulge in the 
use of Christian blood in the Paschal 
ceremonies, and he refused to inter- 
vene. About the same time a body of 
representative Jews visited the gov- 
ernor and warned him that Krousb- 
van's incitations would lead to murder 
unless restraine'd. General von Raaben 
assured the deputation that precau- 
tions would be taken, but no attempt 
was made to stop the appeals of the 
Bessarabyetz to the popular anti-Se- 
mitic hatred. 


Chief of Police Ichanzko was also re- 


quested to act in the interest of peace 
and curb the diatribes of the Bessara- 
byetz. He replied that it would "serve 
the Jews right if they were driven 
from the city for encouraging the 
propaganda of socialism." 


The superstitious populace, seeing 


the Jewis^ warnings unheeded, plan- 
ned nn attack for the Easter holidays. 
Kishineff Jews declare that Editor 
Kroushvan received a message from 
St. Petersburg on the eve of the out- 
break to plan the riots. 
A meeting 


was held and a plan of attack decided 
on. A few days previously a band of 
strangers arrived at Kishineff, com- 
prising thirty Albanians and some 
Macedonians. They are believed to be 
brigands brought especially for an at- 
tack on the Jews. 


The chief instigators of the riots 


were Kroushvan and his deputy editor 
Theo Scherbani; Dr. Sinadino, who is 
of Greek origin; Dr. Gozylo, the Mol- 
davian Engineer Balinski, who is sec- 
retary of the sanitary bureau; Notoni 
Pisarzevsky, Adam Boinsky, two sons 
of a prominent merchant named Sve- 
rov, two students, Malae and Oubran- 
ovitz; two Odessa students named 
Kroupansky and Captains Neclevitz 
and Birman. The actual leaders of the 
riots were students and seminarists 
from the Royal school and the city re- 
ligious colleges. 


All the statements made to me agree 


that the seminarists directed the move- 
ments of the mob on both days, dis- 
guised as laborers and strangers. The 
rioters comprised thirty bands, aver- 
ncing fifty each, with a seminarist on a 
bicycle directing the attack. Some of 
the bands were composed of the lower 
employees of the various departments 
of the municipality, but artisans, labor- 
ers and Moldavians from the suburbs 
formed the greater body of the rioters, 
with the Albanian strangers above 
mentioned. These bands, with sticks 


quell tb« riots doling the first day it1 
responsible for the honors of that 
night and the massacres and the viola- 
tions of women and girls OH the second 
day. 


It is Impossible Jn the space of this 


telegram—which is 'the first possible to 
send after my thorough investigation 
owing to Russian censorship—to give 
all the facts and detail" in my posses- 
sion. Here are a few instances that 
were investigated by myself of the 
h-orst crimes: 


The Feldstein family was one of the 


most respectable in Kishineff. 
The 


mob attacked their saloon at noon on 
Sunday, April 9. The police barracks 
are 500 yards away. The soldiers and 
police patrolled tlie street during five 
Lours of the day. 
While that section 


of the mob demolished the premises 
the leader of the mob found in the 
kitchen the meat for'tlie family's din- 
ner. He put it on a stick, mounted to 
the roof of the saloon, w Inch is of oue 
story, and, addressing the mob, the po- 
lice "and the military in the street, de- 
clared, "Here are the remains of a 
Christian child found in the house of 
the wealthy Jew FeldbU'in"' The fam- 
ily was saved by a Russian employee 
of Feldstein and a humane gendarme 
from the fury of the mob. 


At 13 Asia street, in the Bender 


llogatka quarter, some of the worst 
outrages were perpeti.ited. 
Twelve 


families, all Jewish arti'-ans, lived in 
the yard. A mob of Moldavians, some 
Russian workiugiaen and a few Alba- 
nians attacked them. The majority of 
the Jewish men escaped, while the wo- 
men and girls, numbering sixteen, con- 
cealed themselves in a loft under the 
roof of a one story house. Four Jew- 
ish men tried to defend the place from 
the murderers of their wives and 
daughters, and these facts are related 
to me: 


One Mottel Freenspon, a glazier, was 


stunned by a blow from a bludgeon, 
and the Albanians mutilated him while 
still alive. They then choked a child 
two years old and cut out its tongue 
while alive. The other three men were 
killed and then had feathers put on 
their faces and fired. The mob then 
found its way to the loft where the 
Jewish women were concealed • and 
continued their work of slaughter. 


The scene of the most diabolical 


crimes and violations committed by 
the mob was the Sktlanska Rogatka 
suburb, SO per cent of the population 
of which are Moldavians, the Jews 
forming the remainder. The mob 
broke into the yard on the evening of 
the second day, Monday, April 10. 
Twenty-five persons, mostly women 
and children, hid themselves in a shed. 
The houses in the yard were demolish- 
ed, and the mob was rgoing away when 
the cry of a child in the shed indicated 
the place of concealment of the wo- 
men. 
The shed was instantly attacked 


by Moldavians, led-by a father and 
son, who were neighbors of the Jews. 
Grallspoon, the owner of the shed, was 
killed, together with four other arti-

with the passive connivance of Chief 
of Police Ichanzko and the active en- 
couragement of some of his officers.

and one woman, the" wife of the own- 
er, was murdered after Violation. The 
mob also found a pretty girl named 
Jeya Wouller, aged thirteen, and her 
fate is so awful that I can only state 
that when the girl had actually been 
torn in two a dozen Moldavians fought 
for her body like famished wolves 
after life was extinct. 
Death was 


more merciful than the fiends who did 
this devilish deed of unspeakable in- 
famy. 


Many police officers did their duty 


and saved many lives in the Jewish 
districts. Among these was 
Officer 


Sloutschevsky of Bender Rogatka, who, 
with twelve men, drove the mob away. 
They went then to Asia street, where 
Officer Assofsky was patrolling, and he 
allowed them to commit the murders 
described. Many artillery officers hu- 
manely saved several Jewish women. 


Durfng the progress of the first day's 


outrages the bishop of Kishineff while 
on his way to a dinner with a rich no- 
ble passed in his carriage through the 
mob. giving his blessing to the crowd. 
Upon hearing this I refused to believe 
it possible and resolved to interview 
the nobleman, who is Michael Micola- 
vitch Kroupensky. He received me 
courteously and said: 


"Bishops in Russia always give their 


blessing 
to people when 
passing 


through the streets. This instance was 
an accidental coincidence. The bishop 
is a humane man." 


So that the fact remains that the 


bishop did pass through the mob on his 
way to dinner and uttered no word to 
persuade the mob to stop its murder 
and pillage. 


The military measures to preserve 


order were adequate when I left Kishi- 
neff, but if these arc relaxed no protec- 
tion remains for the terrorized men, 
women and children against further 
violence. The journal edited by Kroush- 
van is still circulating and, while more 
restrained, is keeping alive the racial 
animosity 
against 
the 
defenseless 


Jews. I would urge the following 
measures to afford them some protec- 
tion: 


First, that the government at St. Pe- 


tersburg issue a ukase declaring there 
is no truth in the horrible fiction of 
Jewish ritual murders of Christian 
children; second, that the bishops and 
clergymen of all towns and villages be 
compelled to read the same from their 
pulpits, thereby stopping the circula- 
tion of these atrocious legends within 
the borders of Ru?«ia, and, third, that 
a conference of the leading Jews of 
Western Europe be held without delay 
to consider the best means to solve the 
problem of the Russian Jew and how 
best to help the Jews of the pale to 
protect themselves under the existing 
Russian laws.

Street Car Collides With One Of Pawnee Bill's Show

on this particular occasion by none 
other than the greatly admired John 
Hollow Horn Bear by whose education 
it was believed by the benevolent Eng- 
lish lady the uplifting of the whole 
Sioux tribe 
might be accomplished. 


As a matter of fact, John Hollow Horn 
Bear had a year's course at Carlisle 
school, but evidently his innate quali- 
ties were not much 
refined by the 


course. At least his natural propensi- 
ties 'were not wholly subdued. 


"The remarkable feature of this af- 


fair," said Major Lilly, "is that de- 
spile Colonel Cody's sound advice, 
this beautiful young English lady per- 
sists in her belief that John Hollow 
Horn Bear, if fully trained into civil-
